I have been writing and speaking during public comment at school committee meetings to 
advocate for our Northampton students to get back into the classroom. I have written the Mayor, 
Superintendent and school committee multiple times during the last 6 months. Our kids have 


been out of school since March. Northampton has some of the lowest prevalence and incidence 
rates in the Commonwealth and yet our kids sit home day after day with full remote education, 
not even a hybrid. Every Wed. the instruction is limited to a couple hours a day and then they 
have the rest of the day off. Every day there is a "flex" period in which zero instruction is being 
given. This is hurting our kids socially, emotionally and physically. This needs to stop. The 
school committee refuses to follow the scientific evidence and guidance of our Governor and 
Commissioner of education. 1 am reguesting an audit be done in Northampton. This is beyond 
local officials here, we need the help of DESE and the state to get our kids back into school. I 
would love to see a mandate by the governor to ensure our kids get back into the classroom. 
Northampton elected officials are failing us and our children.

Our district has planned 2 choices for hybrid models- 2 full days a week and 2 half days a week. 
The hybrid models are being voted on tonight (11/09/2020) at a school commiltes meetings by 
the committee members. The hybrid, as of today, is set to begin on 11/12/2020. The hybrid plan 


for bringing kids back to school for in-person learning is paced out so far that all middle and high 
school students won't be hybrid until January and February. This does not leave much time for 
transitioning to full-time in-person learning before the school year ends. Our district, at this point, 
does not have a date set for full-time in-person learning. Our district (city of Northampton) has 
been in grey since the end of July and we are low risk. The district is not heeding the advice and 
recommendations of numerous public health officials, medical providers, and nurses including 
our director of public health, Meridith O'Leary. l addition, as of Friday 11/06/2020, the governor 
of the state, Governor Baker, is recommending children be in-person full time as soon as 
possible. 


Our Wednesdays, at this time, are a student self-directed learning day (asynchronous learning) 
and has been since the beginning of the school year. In the current possible hybrid plans, 
Wednesdays will continue as a "0" day (asynchronous learning) with student self-directed 
learning. 

Your attempts to resolve current concern(s) 

I have sent numerous emails asking for as much in-person learning as possible and now I am 
asking for full time in-person learning. 

Actions by the school you believe would resolve your concern(s) 

For the district to heed the advice of public health professionals, medical providers, nurses, and 
the Governor of MA and put the children in full time in-person learning as soon as possible.

The district of Northampton remains fully remote (except for Special Needs students) despite 
DESE guidance and strong scientific data supporting a return to in-person learning. A recently 
approved hybrid learning plan has middle and high school students returning to school in late 


February. The approved plan has two major faults- there is not enough in person learning and the 
February start date is unreasonably late. Northampton's Covid cases have been low for months, 
there is no reason to delay. I have three children in the Northampton Public Schools - one at John 
F Kennedy Middle School and two at Northampton High School. Under the current model, all 
three children have far too much time when they are not being taught by a teacher. Wednesdays 
are simply a check in day and there is no new instruction. There are supposedly assignments to be 
completed on Wednesdays but by 10:30, its a day off. My children are regularly given Zoom-free 
days off or their teachers have wifi issues. I'm at home with my children all day and am highly 
aware of how much they are NOT being taught. We have rarely had a day when all three kids 
have had their full day of instruction.

I have spoken at school committee meetings and sent several emails to school committee 
members, superintendent of school and mayor. 

Actions by the school you believe would resolve your concern(s) 

At the very least, all Northampton students should be provided with some in person instruction. 
Ideally, students should return to school fully in-person.
